Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace believe« 
that the time is coming when we shall have to revamp out 
political machinery to put economic dumocracy on the 
iootinsr of political democracy. 
c 
W riting: in a recent issue of C olliers W eekly, Secre­ 
tary W allace dips into the future and foresees a new gov­ 
ernmental unit, a sort of cross between a president s cabi­ 
net and a supreme court .existing across the terms of 
\ arious administrations and empowered to sound out pub- 
lice sentiment and make decisions on the great economic 
issues of the day. 
M 
Such unit, he suggests, might consist of four coun­ 
cillors representing, respectively, industry, agriculture, 
labor, and the consumers. 
They would be above class 
narrowness just as the supreme court is above it; they 
would hold office for terms of a dozen years or more, so 
that the council would not change color with each change 
of administration. 
Most important, thev would 
duct referenda on vital issues, 
that the cancellation of w ar debt 
tain “social planning” schemes for re-employment, were 
up for consideration; the council would poll the country, 
find out just w hat the voters would or would not stand 
for, and then order it done. 
Now it is obvious that such a proposal as this could 
Dot be accepted without years of debate and study. rl he 
necretary does not suggest it as a reform to be adopted 
day after tomorrow’. 
Hut in the mere fact of its being advanced there is a 
significant revelation of our growing realization that eco­ 
nomic democracy and political dem otraey are two sep­ 
arate things, and that machinery designed to insure the 
latter does not always gain the former. 
W hen our government w as established, it was po­ 
litical democracy that was all-important. 
If a man could 
be governed onl\ by laws in whose making he himself 
had had a part, ho wa a free man, and the freedom thus 
gained was the only kind of freedom worth worrying 
about. 
Hut the course ot events moved out from under us. 
If you are a business man, for instance, or a mechanic, 
or an ordinary laborer, your life ma> be far more de­ 
pendent on the decision of some distant corporation, or
